discomfort, of stress, of the distinct feeling of being something that I wasn’t really supposed to be, just like I had 

at my old camp. It was a typical East Coast summer camp, which is to say everything you are currently imagining 
(obsessed with gender, way too into sports, full of itself in an impressively boring way.) 

As we arrived at Buck’s Rock, passing checkpoint after checkpoint, | grew increasingly excited at the sight of 
people with their pronouns written on their name tags. Everywhere I looked was awash in what was barely tolerated at 
my old camp. It was beautiful. 

Part of the whole “being trans” thing is a constant load of stress, like someone has dropped the rock behind the 
Actors' Studio onto your shoulders and expected you to be fine. For context, the rock is around twice as wide as a car 
and as tall as the building it sits next to. Ever since people in power began to attack trans and queer kids, that stress 
had skyrocketed. I was safe in New York, but how long until the tentacles of this hideous, ugly hate reached into my 
city and tore the foundation of my life apart? The further I ventured into camp, the more this load began to slip away. 
The stress and fear wasn't gone, but I felt lighter. 

I soon discovered that at camp, | was embraced. We've had Drag Night, pronoun stickers to put on our name tags, 
deadnames redacted, Tim Ciugni's increasingly elaborate and inclusive descriptions of audiences, and even entirely trans 
rooms in bunks. Although the second session was much harder, there was still an understanding that harm is unacceptable, 
that kids have the right to be safe, and that trans people are an unerasable portion of Buck’s Rock. 

At the beginning of World War Two, England sent Ernst Bulova, one of the founders of Buck’s Rock, to 
a detainment center on the Isle of Man because he was Austrian. He went to a center specifically for artists and 
creatives. They made a community together, even wrote a newspaper together, despite their unfair situation, the dire 
reality of the war, and the threat of fascism which so many of them had fled from years earlier. Eventually Ernst and 
his wife, Ilse, came to America, where they founded a camp based around the ideals that true evil had feared so much. 
А camp where anyone was welcome to do anything, no matter what. 

At Buck’s Rock, it’s hard to feel outside the community because it is made from outsiders looking for a place to 
call home. It is a place made by outsiders who wanted to | 
give everyone а сһапсе to be themselves. 

When I’m at this place, I feel embraced, I feel 
wanted, I feel like another kind of “normal” — or maybe | 
that being normal here is being different everywhere 
else. Here, I have the unique and beautiful ability to 
exist without the never-ending stress so present in my 
normal life, to enjoy myself without hesitation, or fear, 
or worry. My nerdiness isn’t something to be looked 
down upon and nor are any of the other traits that are 
so often odd, or strange back home. 

But I think the gift I treasure the most is the ability 
to learn and grow without being afraid. | can mess 
up and it’s okay. It’s more than okay. It’s a chance to 
understand, or to give up and try something new, or even 
to rope a friend or two (or three) into helping me out.

in New Milford.

rinting at Pub is a matter of considerable controversy. One must first create an original work, or heavily alter

Although Jeff had never met Ernst, he had 
heard many wonderful tales about the founder 
of Buck's Rock. One of the first things Jeff 
talked about was how verbose Ernst was. 
He also touched on Ernst's morals and how 
strongly he believed in the freedom of choice. 


After more interviewing, a common theme 
emerged. Many of the interviewees fondly 
looked back on the lectures Ernst conducted in 
the Painting Shop. Ernst was a psychoanalyst 
and a keen observer. These lectures were held 
after he spent time meticulously inspecting 
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campers' art and gathering how they might 
have been feeling. Picking at their creative 
gifts, Ernst could dive headfirst into their lives 
and emotions. Dan Ewen, former camper: 
"Ernst was remarkably playful. He believed in 
giving children the time and space to find out 
who they are."

It held strong no 
matter what came its way. A good oak that “never 
dies,” Chris Forby said. Good souls like Ernst 
never die. Ernst was an incredible person whose 
legacies, achievements, and love will never fade. 
Buck’s Rock won't let it happen.
